ORDERS SLASH 

OF $2,800,000 IN 
CITY'S BUDGET 


This Equals 10 Pct. Re- 
duction in Some Offices 
and Services — Deficit 
of $1,700,000 for Year 
Still Would Result. 


A drastic $2,800,000 cut in the 
city’s budget, amounting to a 10 
per cent reduction In operating 
expenses for municipal offices 


and services under complete city | 
control, was ordered today by the 


a of Estimate and Apportion- 
men 

The action was taken on recom- 
mendation of Comptroller Milton 
Carpenter to help offset the loss 
of $7,000,000 a year in earnings 
tax revenues, following expiration 
of the city’s authority to levy to 
tax on July 17. 

Even with the proposed cut in 
expenditures, the city will still 
have an operating deficit of 
$1,700,000 for the 1950-51 fiscal 
year, ending next April. This 
would bring the city’s cumulative 
deficit to a record high of 


$4,507,000. 
Special Session Improbable. 

The budget cut was ordered aft- 
er Mayor Joseph M. Darst, Presi- 
dent Charles E. Albanese of the 
Board of Aldermen and Carpen- 
ter, members of the Estimate 
Board, virtually abandoned all 
hope that Gov. Forrest Smith will 
call a special session of the Legis- 
lature to consider renewal of the 
statutory authorization fér the tax. 

The Governor has bluntly re- 
fused to summon the General As- 
sembly back to work to help the 
city out of its financial icul- 
ties, but suggested several tempo- 
rary remedies to tide the city over 
until tax extension legislation can 
be considered at the next regular 
session of the Legislature, con- 
vening next January. Darst has 
rejected these suggestions as im-

Carpenter pointed out the only 
place the city can effect econo- 
mies is in the $28,000,000 appro- 
priations for operation of city of- 
fices and services under direct 
city control, and no cuts can be 
ordered in the $12,000,000 allot- 
ments for state-controlled offices, 
in which the number of employes 
and their salaries are fixed by 
state law. 

The heads of the state-controlled 
offices have been requested by 
Carpenter to voluntarily reduce 
expenditures to assist the city 
work out its financial crisis. But 
on the basis of replies received 
so far, the Comptroller reported, 
only minor savings can be ex- 
pected in those expenditures. 

No final decision was made by 
the Board of Estimate on where 
the cuts shall be made, but it is 
likely that the bulk of the econo- 
mies will be obtained through re- 
duction of city personnel and 
curtailment of some municipal 
services. 

A decision on how the cuts will 
‘ be made is awaiting a reply from 
the Civil Service Commission to 
the Mayor’s request for recom- 
mendations on how personnel and 
payroll reductions can be made 
legally. The commission has 
been studying the matter for sev- 
eral days, but there was no indi-

OWNERS THREATEN 
TO HALT OPERATION 


Almost all of the 113 Black and 
White taxicabs, individually 
owned, will be taken off the 
streéts Wednesday unless the 
taxicab company removes its re- 
cent increase in monthly service 
rates, it was announced today. 

James A. Houston, president of 
the organization of‘ owners of 
Black and White cabs, said the 65 
members attending a meeting last 
night voted unanimously not to 
pay the new rate of $87.50 when 
it becomes due Wednesday. At 
the same time, the cabs will be 
withdrawn from service, he stated. 

The cab owners paid the $87.50, 
an increase from $63.75, undér® 
protest last month. The individu- 
ally-owned machines are the only 
Black and White taxicabs now 
operating, since the company 
withdrew its 137 cabs last April. 

Houston said 90 per cent of the 
cab owners. are members of the 
association. The increase in rates 
is unjustified and there is no as- 
surance that another rise might 
not be forthcoming, he contended.

The authorization, passed 47. to 
27 yesterday by the Senate, 
merely sets a ceiling on foreign 
aid spending in the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. {ongress must 
supply the funds in a separate 
appropriation bill.

Questions to Be Asked. 

Coroner A. L. Brodie, who set 
an inquest for June 1, said ‘his 
inquiry will center on these ques- 
tions: 

1. Was the streetcar too over- 
crowded, making escape impos- 
sible? The conductor estimated 
there were 48 passengers. 

2. Did the rear doors jam 
shut or did they open—even 
temporarily? 

3. Did metal bars outside side 
windows of the car prevent es- 
cape? 

4. Did the motorman miss a 
switch signal, causing the car 
to turn left into the switch at 
too high speed into the path 
of the oncoming truck? 

Chicago’s 683 streamlined 

streetcars have various safety de- 
vices, but it was uncertain whether 
they have one to open rear doors 
in an emergency. Persons who 
escaped last’ night tumbled out 
large rear windows, which have 
no bars. 

The three rear doors, made of 
several vertical, weather-stripped 
glass and metal panels, fold and 
slide aside like am accordion in 
opening. They require slight 
clearance inside, and to this ex- 
tent they open inward. 

Conductor’s Account. 

The conductor, William Liddell, 
was quoted by the Chicago Sun- 
Times as saying he tried to open 
the doors by turning his control 
lever “but there were so many 
people jammed against the doors 
they could not open.” 

“I was at my rear post,” Lid- 
dell, a Negro, told police later, 
“and felt an impact. A second 
we had hot some object, and I was 
thrown to the floor. 

“I was unconscious for a sec- 
ond or so. I pulled the emer- 
gency release, but people had 
jammed the door. I pleaded with 
them. Then I was taken in a 
wave of people out the rear win- 
dow. Others pushed me out.” 

Liddell was arrested by police 
on a charge of leaving the scene 
of an accident. Police Said he 
had not yet been booked formally. 

Firemen Find Door Closed. 
Firemen told reporters they 

found all of the streetcar’s doors 
closed when they put out the 
flames. But at least two passen- 
gers told of forcing their way 


‘through one section of the rear 


door panels.

U.S. PUTS TRAVEL 
CURB ON ENVOYS 
FROM ROMANIA 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (UP)— 
The United States today  re- 
stricted. the movement of Ro- 
manian diplomats in this country 
to a 35-mile radius of Washing- 


ton unless they get State Depart- 
ment permission to travel. 

Acting Secretary of State James 
E. Webb said the action was in 
retaliation for similar Romanian 
restrictions on American diplo- 
mats in Bucharest. He added that 
this was part of the pattern of 
difficulties with Iron Curtain 
countries and that the United 
States may be headed for a full 
diplomatic break with both Ro- 
mania and Czechoslovakia.

An 
“unrelated business” was cited 
by a committee spokesman as 
such a situation as where a 
farmers’ co-op operates a 10-/ 
cent store. 

Mason said this committee 
action “fills the new tax bill with 
inconsistencies.” He said these 
taxes would have produced $6,- 
000,000 annually in revenue. 

The committee refused to tax 
the reserves of co-ops, he said, 
after already voting to tax such 
reserves of mutual savings banks 
and building and loan companies. 

Then, he added, the House 
group turned down a tax on un- 
related business activities of co- 
ops “when it is ready to tax such 
activities of educational institu- 
tions, charitable trusts and labor 
unions.” 

Withholding Tax to Apply. 

To get the extra dollars in the 
co-op field, the committee voted 
that the 10 per cent witholding 
tax on dividends, recently ap- 
proved for corporations, should 
apply also to co-ops. 

Committee spokesmen said 
this would add $20,000,000 to the 
$150,000,000 they expect from the 
corporation dividend withholding. 

Such withholdings increase no- 
body’s actual tax obligations, but 
are intended to make certain that 
persons who receive -dividends 
pay taxes on them as part of their 
personal income.

enlarge one giant loophole, deal- 
ing with oil depletion tax bene- 
fits, and seems willing to let other 
loopholes strictly alone. 

The powerful committee, head- 


'.@d by 87-year-old Representative 


Doughton (Dem.), North Carolina, 
currently is drafting a tax revi- 
sion bill. Before it is the plea of 
Truman, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Snyder and other officials 
that excise taxes be sliced only 
to the extent that new revenue 
is raised by sealing off tax loop- 
holes and increasing certain ex- 
isting levies. 

Instead, the committee thus far 
has approved excise tax reduc- 
tions of more than a billion dol- 
lars, while providing only a frac- 
tion of that amount in offsetting 
revenues. Since Truman as 
served notice he will not sign any 
tax adjustment measure involving 
a net loss in revenue, the bill, 
unless drastically changed, seems 
vn straight for a presidential 
veto. 


Two Basic Reasons. 


The decisions of the committee 
have been taken in executive ses- 
sion, with newspaper men barred. 
But those close to the situation 
attribute their refusal to close 
the tax loopholes to two basic 
reasons: 

1. Politics is a key factor, 
especially in a campaign year. 
When every representative is 


were meant to encourage opera- 
tors to look for new productive 
fields as a wartime need. 

They correspond in principle, 
at least, to the tax allowances for 
depreciation of manufacturers’ 
plant and equipment, but Truman 
denounced them as bearing no 
real analogy to depreciation de- 
ductions in other types of busi- 
ness.

‘tions now enjoyed by the oil and 


mining interests, he said, com- 
prise the most “inequitable” loop-

Under the exemptions, owners 
of mines and oil wells are per- 
mitted, after deducting all costs 
of doing business, to exclude from 
taxation, due to depletion of their 
reserves, as much as 50 per cent 
of their net income. The deple- 
tion exemption continues year 
after year, long after the original 
investment has been recovered 
tax-free. 


Striking Example. 


A striking example was cited by 
the President in his tax message 
to Congress. He told of one oil 
operator who, because of the loop- 
hole, was able to develop oil 
properties yielding nearly $5,000,- 
000 in a single year without pay- 
ment of any income tax. 

Not only did he escape taxes on 
his income from his oil opera- 
tions, but he was able to escape 
payment of tax on most of his 
income from other sources too, 
because he could apply his deple- 
tion deductions against his gross 
income from all sources. The

PRICE CUT UNLIKELY 
FOR NEXT 10 YEARS, 
HARVARD ‘MAN SAYS 


BOSTON, May 26 (AP)—Har- 
vard Economist Sumner H. Slich- 
ter predicts that technological 
progress in the next 10 years will 
not bring about a general reduc- 
tion ih prices. 

“The gains of technological 
progress,” Prof. Slichter told the 
Savings Banks Association of 
Massachusetts yesterday, “will go 
to employes in the form of higher 
wages, not to consumers.” 

Television sets and some of the 
newer drugs, he said, will come 
down in cost—but generally 
speaking, the consumer will bene- 
fit only through improved quality. 

Prof. Slichter outlined some of 

the factors he believes will affect 
the course of business in the 
United States over the next 10 
years. 
Although the period will be 
characterized by occasional reces- 
sions, he declared, they “are not 
likely to be severe.” 


President called this a “shocking 
example” showing how present 
tax loopholes permit “a few to 
gain enormous wealth without 
paying their fair share of taxes.”

2. Privileged groups that 
benefit from special tax ex- 
emptions and bonanza allow- 
ances exert constant pressure 
on committee members. A 
comparable counter - pressure 
often is lacking on the part of 
public-spirited groups. More- 
over, those committee members 
from states whose corporations 
are benefiting most from spe- 
cial tax allowances appear de- 
termined to protect the inter- 
ests of such constituent in- 
dustries. 


Benefits Enlarged. 


For example, by far the biggest 
tax loophole cited by the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Snyder is the 
existing provision for special tax 
allowances to producérs of oil, 
gas and minerals. Most con- 
gressmen from the. oil-producing 
southwestern states and from 
California were opposed to any 
change in the existing provision, 
and the House committee duti- 
fully fell in line. 

It not only rejected the Ad- 
ministration’s proposal for reduc- 
ing so-called oil depletion allow- 
ances, but voted to enlarge the 
number of mining operations 
eligible for such benefits. This 
enlargement of benefits for the 
oil and mining industries, if writ- 
ten into law, would result in 
annual revenue losses estimated 
at 15 to 20 million dollars. Had 
the loophole been closed, the fed- 
eral treasury would have gained 
from $300,000,000 to $400,000,000 
annually. 

The committee's action was all 
the more extraordinary because it 
ran counter to the recommenda- 


tion, not only of the President | 
and Administration officials, but | 


of its own staff of technical ad- 
visers. 


Rayburn’s Opposition. 


The committee ignored 
recommendations, but id did 
not ignore House Speaker Ray- 
burn of oil-producing Texas. 
Rayburn, who militantly looks 
after the interests of his Texas 
constituents, sent no communica- 
tion to the committee, so far as 
could be learned. But according 


ances are granted to compensate 
the oil operator for the gradual 
depletion of his oil reserves, so 
that when exhausted he will have 
the financial means to look for 
new fields. But, as Secretary Sny- 
der testified before the House 
Committee, “percentage depletion 
continues to be deductible even 
after 100 per cent of the invested 
capital has been retrieved tax 
free.” Total tax-free recoveries, 
he pointed out, are substantially 
in excess of the cost of the prop- 
erty, and in many cases amount 
to many times the entire capital 
investment. 


Big Corporations Benefit. 


Defenders of the loophole often 
claim ‘that is necessary to protect 
the “small operator” from con- 
fiscatory taxes, and to enable the 
“little fellow” to explore for new 
fields. But a Treasury Department 
survey of 350 oil and mineral pro- 
ducers, filed with the House Com- 
mittee, showed that corporations 
account for more than 80 per 
cent and individuals less than 20 
per cent/of all depletion deduc- 
tions. 

It was estimated that the total 
revenue loss for all oil and min- 
ing corporations due to excess de- 
pletion allowances has been as 
high as $400,000,000 in a year. 
And three-fourths of the total 
depletion allowances are received 
by very large corporations, with 
assets of at least $100,000,000— 
a far cry from the “little fellow.” 

The oils and minerals involved 
are, in the order of the largest de- 
pletion allowances to the smallest, 
(1) oil and gas (2) sulphur (3) vari- 
ous metals (4) coal (5) assorted 
ores such as bauxite, flake 
graphite, and related minerals. 
The committee last week decided 
to grant depletion allowances in 
addition to mining operations for 
sand, gravel, marble, granite, ful- 
ler’s earth, refractory clays, 
quartzite, perlite and diatoma-

And 
fourth, the Atlantic pact nations 
are also to be induced, in the in- 
terests of economy, to suppress 
whatever parts of their existing 
military establishments that may 
not fit into the over-all Western 
defense plan.

Live Ghosts in Berlin 


Will the Russians never learn? For refusal 
to read the lessons of history, the Communism 
Youth Rally being staged in the Russian zone of 
Berlin is one of the Kremlin's most depressing 
performances thus far. It is depressing as a 
show of irresponsibility toward the history of 
the future. 

Adolf Hitler did all these things, to his own 
disastrous ends, and their ends are always: 
bound to be disastrous, because they foment 
hate. Now it is the Young Pioneers instead of 
the Hitler Youth. They meet in Wulheide 
stadium in. Berlin instead of the Hitler stadium 
in the Nazis’ “holy” city of Nuernberg. They 
sing the international youth fighters’ song in- 
stead of the “Horst Wessel Song.” They chant 
“Hoch, hoch, hoch, long live Stalin! Long live 
Wilhelm Pieck!” instead of “Heil Hitler!” 

In every essential aspect there is no differ- 
ence. It is the mind of youth being perverted 
by a hate dogma. This time the youth are really 
babies—6 to 14, their average age 10, The spec- 
tacle is one for a modern Dark Age, a drama 
played behind an iron curtain rung down over 
the mind. 

Not only is there danger in what is done— 
there is danger in how it is being done. By de- 
touring traffic on the Autobahn and threatening 
to close again that vital artéry to the Allied 
sectors of Berlin, the masters of the Soviet 
Union are courting another potentially explosive 
incident. 

Truly, a little light on what they are doing 
would serve the architects of Russian policy 
mightily. There is a strange, but nevertheless 
genuine, reason for hope, in the realization of 
what a long way a small amount of understand- 
ing, at this stage of the world's history, would 


go. 
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Coal’s Lowering Future 

The first rumblings of another major eco- 
nomic explosion in the coal fields are being 
heard. Production and prices have declined con- 
siderably since the end of the most recent coal 
strike. So has employment in the mines. 

Head-on clashes are in prospect between coal 
miners and operators and railroad men, on 
one hand, and producers of oil and natural gas 
on the other. Efforts are being made to shut 
off the flow of imported oil, and to prevent 
industries and homes from converting to oil, 
natural gas or electric power. 

The Guffey Act no longer in fore, was a3 
attempt to solve the problem. Lewis tried, and 
failed, to solve it by unilaterally limiting the 
amount of work his miners would perform. 
Now the operators and miners are trying to 
solve it by the traditional methods of industrial 
warfare—closing mines, fighting for jobs and 
erecting tariff walls against competition.

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To End “Give-Aways” 


It is easy for a Congressman to demand an 
end of the Marshall plan in 1952, not so easy 
to suggest how the world’s trade can be sus- 
tained at high levels without it. 

For while Marshall plan dollars have enabled 
Europe to recover its prewar productive power, 
they have not cured the basic, long-run prob 
lems of the world economy. That is why 
Gordon Gray, former Secretary of the Army, 
has been given the White House assignment of 
answering the question: “After the Marshall 
plan, what?” 

As Wallace R. Deuel of the Post-Dispatch 
Washington bureau has . pointed out, the 


—— 


Marshall plan is one of many methods, by which | 


the United States, over a period of 35 years, has 
financed a “give-away” program of shipping 
abroad more goods than we have been willing 
to accept from overseas. 

As a young nation, we had to have an ex- 
port surplus because we owed debts abroad. 
Long ago we became a creditor instead, but the 
habits of earlier days persist in our foreign 
economic policy. 

The problem now is to find ways by which 
foreigners can earn the dollars they need to 
buy our goods, instead of. being given fhose 
dollars by grants, or loans, or gold shipments, 
or some other means. A recent ECA report 
showed that Europe cannot earn its own way 
unless Americans buy more of Europe’s goods. 
But here are some of the things we do to make 
dollar earning more difficult: 

—we embargo altogether imports of but- 
ter, oleomargarine, flaxseed, peanuts, sun- 
flower seed and rice; . 

—we permit customs officials to set their 
own value on dutiable imports, so thaf a 
European exporter often cannot know in ad- 
vance whether the duty will be 20 or 50 per 
cent; ' 

—we require the country of origin to be 
marked on articles which cannot be so 
marked without dissipating the economies of 
mass production, thus impairing the ability 
of these products to compete in our mar- 
kets; 

—we require that government agencies 
must “buy American” unless the item is not 
available domestically, or unless the domes- 
tic price is 25 per cent higher than that of 


the import. 
To maintain trade at high levels after the 


Marshall plan, Europe must initiate certain. poli- 
cies, such as the unification of its own economy. 
But action by the United States is also required. 
Mr. Gray’s task is to propose a national policy 
for this, purpose, and his report will be eagerly 
awaited.

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An Old Maxim Ignored 


The Amerasia case—into which Senator Mc- 
Carthy is trying to breathe new life—collapsed 
because federal authorities five years ago ig- 
nored the solid old maxim that evidence is no 
bétter than the manner in which it is obtained. 

The case was built up on illegal wiretapping 
and on searches without warrants, so the federal 
prosecutors could not use the evidence in court. 
Indeed, they were compelled to resort to a 
somewhat questionable wile to obtain a volun- 
tary plea of guilty in return for a relatively 
small fine. 

Joseph Hanlon of the Post-Dispatch’s Wash- 
ington bureau has told the sad story of this 
illegal sleuthing and its consequences. James 
M. McInerney, one of the prosecutors, referred 
to the searches as “burglary,” adding: “We did 
not want to have anything to do with the matter 
which had been removed from (Jaffe’s) office. 
It wasn't in our case, and we didn’t want it in 
our case.” Representative Sam Hobbs, chair- 
man of a congressional committee which investi- 
gated the case, apparently was just as disgusted, 
saying: “The end sought cannot be legally justi- 
fied if the means be illegal.” 

Perhaps the most revealing line in Mr. 
McInerney’s comment is his statement that one 
of the defense lawyers was “thoroughly familiar 
with Federal Bureau of Investigation tech- 
niques” and was expected to file a motion to 
suppress the evidence. What does this refer- 
ence to FBI techniques imply, if not that the 
G-men have a more or less convenient way of 
forgetting the law’s restrictions? 

If guilty as charged, some of the Amerasia 
people certainly were engaged in a dirty busi- 
ness, and perhaps an utterly disloyal one. It is 
to be regretted that federal agents themselves 
undermined the Government’s opportunity to 
deal with the case adequately. This ought to 
be a sharp reminder to all concerned of the im- 
portance of the old maxim about illegal evi- 
dence. It is not a capricious handicap to good 
police work, but an essential safeguard of basic 
liberties. 
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Machines and Jobs 


Increasing industrial efficiency is one cause 
of rising unemployment since last summer, says 
the Federal Reserve Board. High profits have 
enabled many industries. to reequip with the 
latest and most efficient machinery, according 
to the board, with the result that a huge total 
production can be achieved without a corre- 
sponding rise in workers. 

It would be easy to draw from this the con- 
clusion that the remedy for unemployment is in- 
efficiency. If new machines cause unemploy- 
ment, one might say, then let’s have no new ma- 
chines, | 

Nothing, however, is more essential to a sound 
economy than a constant rise in productivity. 
That this has been taking giace is good news, 
not bad. p 

What we need, in order that each year’s crop 
of new workers may steadily be absorbed in 


jobs, is assurance that the fruits ef higher pro” 


ductivity will be widely distributed in the form 
of increased purchasing power. We also need 
‘assurance that the savings generated by higher 
levels of economic activity will be readily in- 
vested in new plants, new machinery, and new 
equipment, the progluction of which means jobs.

It is something of a tour de force to 
put together, as Miss Coatsworth has done, 
50 poems descriptive of “the moods of 
night and ghosts, madness and fear.” But 
even the most successful such poem would 
best stand off by itself, to avoid being 
dulled by too much of the same, It seems 
therefore a mistaken idea to produce a 
book like this—an essentially unliterary 
venture, because it defeats the purpose of 
literary effect. The only good justification 
for it would be a commercial one—to 
make a book of poems more attractive 
to the prospective buyer by having it 
seem to be a book with unity running 
through it. 

Not that Miss Coatsworth doesn't suc- 
cessfully bring off some of. the moods 
she addresses herself to in certain of the 
Passages. 

A door closed, and her eyes looked out 

from the pale thicket of her face

Flecker was sitting with Squire 
and another friend in his rooms at Oxford 
one day when he impetuously announced 
he would, publish a volume of poems. 

“*What shall I call it?’ he asked. We 
had many suggestions, mostly pointless, 
and almost all, I have no doubt, indecent, 
when Flecker suddenly exclaimed: ‘T'll call 
it “The Bridge of Fire,” and I'll write a 
poem with that name and put it in the 
middie of the book instead of the begin 
ning. That'll be original and. symbolic 
too.’ We then debated the not unimpor- 
tant question of what ‘The Bridge of Fire’ 
was to be about. At midnight we parted, 
the question still unsettled. Fiecker, how- 
ever, remarked cheerfully that it did not 
matter much—it was a jolly good title and 
he'd easily be able to think of a poem to 
suit it.”

Three Pictures of Germany 


HIS WEEK there have been 


three allied actions—all of them 


in Germany and each -in its own way touching a great issue of 


German policy. 

First. Mr. McCloy made a 
speech at Hanover which, as re- 
ported in the American papers, 
told the Germans that we intend 
to occupy GeT- soc 
many for a long By 
time, and that 
while we are 
there we mean 
to see to it that #& 
they create a 4 
“peaceful and Be 
democratic s0- 
ciety.” As an 
illustration Mr. 
McCloy gave our 
idea of what the 
German civil McCloy. 
service law 
ought to be like. Here we see 
ourselves engaged in reforming 
and remaking Germany in order 
to unite her eventually with the 
Western nations. 

Second. The three Western 
powers addressed similar but not 
identical notes to the Soviet gov- 
ernment protesting about the for- 
mation of the East German police 
which is, as compared with any 
force in Western Germany, an 
army. The American protest (the 
text of the British and French 
notes are not available as this 
is written) is based on the Yalta 
and Potsdam agreements. Here 
we see Germany pictured as the 
common enemy of the united 
forces of Britain, France, Russia 
and America. 


No Return to Potsdam. 


Germany is to be permanently 
demilitarized under the control of 
the four occupying powers. On 
the basis of the Yalta and Pots- 
dam texts our note asks the Soviet 
government to “dissolve immedi- 
ately the militarized units which 
it has set up in Eastern Ger- 
many.” 

Anyone ‘reading our note, who 
did not know what has happened 
since Yalta and Potsdam, would 
think we wanted to take Germany 
back to the place assigned to her 
at Yalta, when Hitler was still 
alive, and at Potsdam when, with 
Roosevelt dead and Churchill de- 
feated, there was no one from the 
West who had authority and also 
knew what it was all about. 


As a matter of fact we do not 
now wish and do not now mean to 
go back to the Yalta-Potsdam 
Germany. Therefore, it would 
have been better to ask the Rus- 
sians whether their approval of 
the East German police means 
that they regard Yalta and Pots- 
dam as obsolete, and then to say 
that if they do, we shall now feel 
free to authorize a Western police 
force. . . . This Western police 
force would, of course, be larger 
than the Eastern police since 
West Germany is much larger 
than East Germany. ... If the 
Russians wished to discuss the 
regulation of the two forces, we 
would be prepared to discuss it 
with them. 


Third. We see Mr. Jean Mon- 
net, representing the French Gov- 
ernment, opening negotiations in 
Bonn with Dr. Adenauer for an 


economic partnership based on 


full legal and political equality

many of Mr. McCloy’s speech. 

The Germans, as séen at Yalta, 


were inherently and, for all prac- 


tical purposes, a permanently 
wicked nation, and so they had to 
be disarmed and policed by the 
aay for the whole foreseeable 
u , 


The Germans of Mr. McCloy’s 


#Hanover speech are not inher- 
Pently wicked and they are not 


imprisoned, as at Yalta. They 
are in a reform school which we 
conduct. But the Germans of the 
Schuman proposal are ry Os 
as are the French, and as Euro- 
peans they are equals, there are 
no victors and vanquished, their 
deepest interests are the same, 
and they must now walk together. 


The fact that France and Ger- 
many are negotiating directly and 
as equals is a far more important 
development than the eventual 
terms of the coal and steel agree- 
ment. There are many other 
agreements to be made, once the 
channels of negotiation have been 
opened, and France and Ger- 
many have begun to acquire the 
habit of recognizing their com- 
mon interests and their joint re- 
sponsibilities inside Europe. 


Russia Is Not Europe. 


A Franco-German partnership 
is the crucial element in any Eu- 
ropean system. For what is “Eu- 
rope.” about which we talk so 
much, which we wish to see se- 
cure, liberated, reconstituted as a 
great force and influence in the 
world? Russia obviously is not 
Europe. America is obviously 
not Europe. And in all truth 
neither is Britain. The two lead- 
ing European nations are France 
and Germany. If they cannot put 
an end to their wars and become 
partners and allies in the business 
of Europe, there will be no 
Europe. 

If there is no Europe, there will 
be no European recovery. There 
will be no peace. The European 
continent, which was once the 
center of civilization, will lose its 
independence. Its nations will 
become the satellites or the cli- 
ents of the non-European powers. 
And at the worst its cities and its 
lands will be the battlefield 
where nothing can be decided 
certainly except that European 
civilization will be ruined.

(The maestro doesn’t like his wrestlers merely 
miaimed.

5 nrig Canasta to Win | 


ROM time to time we have 

mentioned one of the Canasta 

principles that has a consider- 
able following among good play- 
ers: When you can make a ca- 
nasta, make it. Don’t defer a 
“mixed” in the hope of later get- 
ting a “natural.” Don’t wait to 
see what your partner can do; an 
opponent may go out before you 
get another turn. 

But sometimes it is all right to 
hedge, as did the holder of this 
hand. Put yourself in his place. 


You have just taken the pack. 
As a result you have been able to 
build up three five-card melds for 
your side: five natural fives, five 
natural queens, four kings and a 
deuce. Both sides have completed 
canastas and so can go out, and 
your opponents are down to a 
few cards each. 


You can add both your deuces 
to any of the five-card melds and 
complete another canasta. But 
you would like to wait, because 
for all you know your partner has 
been hanging on to one or two 
fives, kings or queens. If so, you 
can wait for his turn; see if he 
can complete a canasta in one of 
the three ranks and then make 
another canasta in another of the 
ranks.

For example, if you added your 
deuces to the meld of fives, and 
your partner had a pair of fives, 
you would get only one canasta. 
If you waited for him to complete 
the fives, you could add your 
deuces to the kings and have two 
canastas. 

The solution here is to add one 
deuce to the kings. Now if he has 
a single king or wild card, he can 
make a canasta. If he can add 
even a single five or queen to 
those melds, you can make a 
canasta on your next turn. All 
you risk is the danger that an 
opponent can go out before you 
have another turn. In exchange 
you get a chance at two canastas 
instead of one. It is a fair gamble. 

Question: Some friends of ours 
play a rule that you may not take 
the pack with a single matching 
card and a wild card, or to add 
the upcard to a previous meld, 
even when the pack is not frozen. 
Is there any such rule? 

Answer: Evidently there is—in 
that particular game, in a democ- 
racy—and in Canasta— people 
may make their own laws. One 
may disagree with the wisdom of 
the laws they elect to impose upon 
themselves, as in this case, but 
one cannot argue with their right 
to do so. Officially, of course, 
there is no such rule. 

Question: Can I meld a chnasta 
as my initial meld? Needing 120, 
I played joker-joker-4-4-4-4-4, but 
the opponents sai@® you were not 
allowed to meld a canasta for 
the initial meld. 

Answer: You are not allowed to 
count the canasta bonus toward 
the initial meld, but there is no 
law against melding a canasta that 
counts 120 points or more in 
cards, as yours did in this case.

many a campus tnat nad never 
witnessed anything weightier than 
“Charley’s Aunt” producing main- 
stays of the Metropolitan. .No- 
where has a university opera de- 
partment met with more “cum 
laude” acclaim from eritics than 
here at the University of Indi- 
ana, which has just finished its 
second year of placing serious 
stress on serious music. 

Last week, Indiana’s School of 
Music added some more para- 
graphs of praise to the school 
scrapbook with a semester’s end 
test performance in which an all- 
school cast, crew, and orchestra, 
performed in two opera prem- 
feres, one tragic, “The Veil,” by 
Bernard Rogers and Robert Law- 
rence, the other comic, “The 
Jumping Frog,” by Lukas Foss 
and Jean Karsavina. 

Earlier in its progress, a pre- 
miere of Kurt Weill’s “Down In 
The Valley” had brought the 
school national recognition, and 
the first college performance of 
Wagner’s “Parsifal” had caused 
one enthusiastic critic to term the 
school “a Midwestern Bayreuth.” 
Now the school feels it has gone 
a long way toward its goal of pro- 
ducing professional musicians and 
singers. 

“It’s been my firm belief for 
some time that the total output 
of college opera is greater than 
the total output of professional 
opera,” says Wilfred C. Bain, 
young dean of the School of Mu- 
sic, who has been in charge of its 
ambitious program. “Unfortunate- 
ly, collegiate opera usually isn’t 
done as well as professional opera, 
but I think we’ve proved that it 
can be. They said, for example, 
that we couldn't do ‘Parsifal.’ We 
not only did it but it’s become 
an annual tradition here. 

“Lately it’s been possible to 
raise college opera standards 
greatly because of the influx of 
trained professionals from for- 
eign countries, and that’s one of 
the big reasons for our success. 
We have men like Hans Busch, 
who used to be stage director for 
the Royal Opera in Stockhdlm, 
and Ernst Hoffman, our musical 
director, who conducted opera 
four times a week in Breslau for 
years. Take a team like that and 
you're bound to have things done 
— 

Other members of Indiana's 
“team” include an experienced 
technical director, Walter S. Rus- 
sell, and a faculty of 42, includ- 
ing an individual teacher for each 
instrument. Three Metropolitan 
Opera veterans are on the faculty 
~Dorothee Manski, Myron Taylor 
and Anna Kaskas. With the fac- 
ulty for some time was Anis 
Fuleihan, Lebanese-born compos- 
er-pianist, and in residence now 
is the famed Berkshire Quartet. 

Facilities at the school are as 
impressive as the faculty. There 
are 110 studios, small private 
practice rooms. As you walk 
through East Hall, you pass cu- 
bicle after cubicle, each one re- 
sounding with rippling cadenzas, 
giving you the effect of being 
swept along on waves of sound. 


University Wins Critical Acclaim With 


Two Premieres — 


Training of Profes- 


sional Singers, Musicians Is Goal 


Any tour of the university 
grounds includes a visit to the 
3700-seat auditorium, and the 
1200-seat opera house, in which 
the double premiere was per- 
formed. There is also a smaller 
theater, and some $40,000 in- 
vested in lighting, stage and 
acoustical equipment. 

Rather -than experiencing diffi- 
culties in bringing faculty mem- 
bers to a remote Midwestern out- 
post, Dean Bain has _ found 
“they’re all dying to come.” 

“New York is full of people 
who want to get out of New 
York,” he says. “They know, too, 
that the only hope of America’s 
musical world is to decentralize.” 

Indiana’s students and faculties 
are encouraged to perform else- 
where as well. Students gave 230 
off-campus performances this 
year, and two sophomore girls, 
Jane Lephart and Phyllis Cline, 
will sing in the Municipal Opera 
chorus in St. Louis this summer. 
There were 225 music majors 
when Bain came to the versity 
from North Texas State College. 
Now this number has: been in- 
creased to 425, with 250 taking 
part-time music courses. 
these, 27 are working for Ph.Ds. 

“The maturer students have 
been a great help in our opera 
program,” Bain says, “but we're 
interested in giving the youngest 
people a start, too.”

having this year is Juliana 
Larson, who in private life is Mrs. 
Bedford Sharp, wife of a Texas 
manufacturer of oil well equip- 
ment.

special student, so I could sing 
Mimi in ‘La Boheme.’ Then this 
new opera came up and I stayed 
a little longer.”

A former Powers model, Mrs. 
Sharp was born in Seattle. Her 
name was Juliana Bernhardt but 
she found the Bernhardt caused 
too much comment so she adopted 
her mother’s maiden name, Lar- 
son. A popular singer until 1940 
when Lawrence Tibbett heard her 
and encouraged her to study seri- 
ously, she did little with her sing- 
ing after her marriage. Finally, 
however, her husband urged her 
to try for a singing career “and 
get it over with,” and she started 
in again, coached by Margaret 
Carlisle, formerly of the St. Louis 
Municipal Opera. Next January, 
she will open an engagement at 
the Persian Room of New York’s 
Plaza’ Hotel, singing operatic 
numhers and show tunes. 

Her perfomances as a student 
at Indiana, where she has also 
been studying philosophy, French, 
and literature of opera, have been 
a complete contrast to all her 
other experiences. As leading 
lady in “The Veil,” for instance, 
she had the intense dramatic role 
of a girl wrongly committed to a 
madhouse, trying to escape both 
her prison and the amorous ad- 
vances of the mad doctor m 
charge..

Both Wests opened the heart 
king, and both declarers ruffed 
the trick in dummy. Then, ap- 
parently still with a single mind, 
both Souths drew trumps—obvi- 
ously with a surprising confidence 
insofar as the club situation was 
concerned—and then let the club 
queen ride for a finesse. 

At Table 1, South’s “fearless- 
ness” was rewarded. East grabbed 
the trick with his club king— 
and then might as well have 
tossed his cards on the floor! 
Having no heart to return, he 
shifted to the diamond king. 
South won and ran off five club 
tricks, thus making six-odd, for 
a total score of 1190 points. 


At the other table, however, 
the declarer’s ebulliant optimism 
hit a snag! After he had ruffed 
the heart opening in dummy and 
drawn trumps, his finesse of the 
club queen was “successful!” That 
is to say, of course, that East un- 
hesitatingly played the club three. 
This East was not blind: he was 
uncomfortably aware that he 
could not lead a heart, and he 
was pretty sure that South had 
the diamond ace—West would not 
have pre-empted with an outside 
ace. Thus, the only chance, from 
East’s point of view, was to “con” 
South into taking another club 
finesse—and even then, East. had 
to hope that South didn’t hold a 
third club. 

South said later that he had 
realized that East might be hold- 
ing off with the club king, but 
he had not seen any way to pro- 
tect himself against all contin- 
gencies. At any rate, this South 
did take the second finesse—he 
ended.up with a deficit of 500 
points! |
